There was great anxiety to see the midday 
bulletin, which was issued nearlyfan hour 
later than usual. This delay caused a feeling 
of alarm, as heretofore, whenever there has 
been a delay, it was because something had 
been wrong. The bulletin when issued was 
guarded in its language and added to the gen- 
eral uneasiness, the surgeons saying in the 
bulletin that inflammation is com- 
mencing is construed by many to mean 
that they expect further inflammation and 
this new complication of the case has arisen 
this morning since Agnew left and it annoys 
the surgeons. The gland inflamed is the 
large conglomerate salivary gland under the 
ear. The Presidents’ surgeons donot give 
any decided opinions as to this aspect of the 
ease, but they intimate that it is not neces- 
sarily serious. Dr. Lincoln and other surgeons 
who have noconnection with the case say this 
inflammation indicates a pywmic condition of 
the President’s biood; not pywmia in its liter- 
algense, but a bad condition of the blood 
copsequent upon excessive weakness and 
general debility. Outside doctors say inflam- 
mation of the parotid gland is very painful 
and often produces high fever. It 
is plain that the President’s stomach 


isin adecidedly better condition. Its tone 
bas returned, and the doctors say now they 
can gradually increase the nourishment. The 
wound is doing well, say the surgeons, and 
healing rapidly.

NEW YORK, August 18.—A Washington 
+pecial says a stronger pulse, a better feeling 
of the skin, retention of nourishment derived 
from enemata, and excellent tone of the Pres- 
ident’s mind, are mentioned this morning as 
an unmistakable indication that the crisis is 
passed and the road to recovery ayain regain- 
ed. Thefactthat the President is able to 
procure refreshing sleep without the use of 
anodynes is pointed to as one of the most fa- 
vorable features of his case. The irritation 
of the stomach has entirely ceased, and it is 
thought the patient’s thirst will be entirely 
satisfied by supplying him with fluids in the 
ordinary way and by enemata. The wound is 
considered in a very healthy condition. 


Causes No Alarm. 

WASHINGTON, August 18.—Drs. Bliss and 
Reyburn says there is no reason to regard the 
swelling in the patient’s neck as foreboding 
serious resulte; that it will not interfere with 
the recovery. They say that it 
indicates, if there is any py2xmia 
condition of the blood, that it: is 


passing off which they want it todo. They 
expect a boil or small abscess to form there 
and suppurate. Bliss and Reyburn say the 
other surgeons agree that the swelling is not 
dangerous and causes no alarm.

The English Crops—Terrible Accident to 
an American Tourist in Switz- 
erland—Cablegrams. 


England. 

LONDON, August 18.—James Caird, an 
eminent agricultural authority, writes as 
follows: But forthe late rains and dimin- 
ished temperature the harvest would have 
proved equal to nearly the average of the 
years preceding 1874, but mildew has ap- 
peared and will affect the quality of the yield 
of the later crops. On two-thirds of the 
wheat land an average crop will be made up 
by fineness of quality. In the remaining 
third, even with that aid, it will be 10 per cent 
below the old average. Heavy crops are rare, 
most of them thin but well headed, and there 
istoocommon evidence shown throughout 
the country of the diminished capital of 
farmers by the lower scale of farming. We 
begin the harvest year very bare of old stock 
wheat in the country. Our annual require- 
ments are from 2+,000,000 to 25,000,000 quar- 
ters. When the last harvest year is completed 
we shall have imported over 16,000,000 quar- 
ters. Ourown crop this year will probably 
yield 9,500,000 quarters, so that if we 
can reckon on a foreign supply equal to that 
of 1880 and at not much over the same 
price we shall be safe. Thereis said to be 
an abundant harvestin Russia. In France 
the wheat crop is believed to be scanty. Our 
barley is the best cropof the year, but 
ithas not ripened equally. Oats are ex- 
tremely deficient, especially in the southern 
counties. Hay is 50 percent deficient, but 
was generally got in in fine condition. 
Mangolds and green crops are rapidly 
improving and promise a tolerable crop. One 
of the best features of the season has been 
the fine weather for cleansing ground in the 
spring and early summer, enabling farmers 
to rid much of their land of the accumulated 
weeds of previous wet years, but they have 
been heavily hit by losses of stock and sheep. 
The stock in Great Britain during the last 
two years has been diminished by more than 
twelve per cent, there being a decline of two 
million sheep and one million lambs since 
i879. : 
WHITEBAIT DINNER. 

LONDON, August 18.—A force of police 
accompanied the steamer which last evening 
conveyed members of the British Ministry to 
Greenwich for the annual Whitebait dinner, 
in consequence of several threating letters 
having been received. Gladstone in receiv- 
ing a deputation on landing at Greeawich 
again speedily empbasized the imperative 
necessity of reforming Parliamentary pro- 
ecdure. 


Switzerland. 

ZERMALT, August 18.—Five American 
tourists ascended the Matterhorn Saturday 
last. Ontheir return a rock accidentally 
dislodged, and struck the head of Gilbert 
Tutor, of Indiana University, Bloomington, 
Ind., rendering him partially insensible. He 
was justable to move mechanically along. 
Nearly four hours were spent in bringing him 
to the tirst hut. Some of the party proceeded 
and got doctors. Gilbert arrived at Zermalt 
Sunday evening. He suffers principally from 
loss of blood, and will be able to leave short- 
ly. The guides were apprehensive if he col- 
lapsed before he arrived at the hut that the 
party would be frozen to death before succor 
could be optained. 


Tunis. 

GOLETTA, August 18.—An Arab fanatic 
ran amuck through the streets of Susa Saturday 
calling on Arabs to join him in a holy war. 
He and his followers were seized after they 
had murdered a Maltese. A British man-of- 
war landed 300. men, but order was restored 
without their help.

The Poncas. 

WASHINGTON, August 18.—The Chiefs of 
the Omahas, Winnebagoes and Sioux Indians 
met the Secretary of the Interior to-day ac- 
cording to appointment to submit their 
proposition tosell land for the use of the 
Poncas. Understanding the Secretary wanted 
to buy land from one of these tribes on 
which to put up buildings forthe Poncas, 
the Omahas and Winnebagoes re- 
ported that they had no lands 
to spare. The Sioux reported that 
they have plenty of landand are willing to 
give the Poncas all they need without any 
charge. It was agreed tnat each Ponca fam- 
ily should recejve 640 acres of Sioux land in 
Northern Nebraska near the Niobrara River. 
This quick settlement of the question is very 
gratifying to the department, as the matter 
was arranged with entire  willing- 
ness on the of the Indians. 
The Omshas and Winnebagoes expressed 
themeelves as favorable to their tribes 
taking lands in severalty and cultivating 
farms saying that with some help from the 
Government they can make themselves sus- 
tuining. 

This afternoon the a ment of the Sioux 
to give the Poncas land was explained to the 
Poncas, and tney expressed themselves as 
entirely satisfied with the arrangemonts.

BORDER MURDERS. 


Conflicts Between the Mexicans and the 
Cowboys. 

SAN FRANCISCO, August 18.—A Tombston 
dispatch from Epitaph contains the following 
particulars of border troubles: A party con- 
sisting of Wm. Long, Dick Gray, James 
Crane, Charles Snow, Thomas D. Clinton, 
Ww. Berer and Harry Ernshaw camped last 
Friday night in Guadaloupe Canon, about 110 
miles east from Tombstone and very near to 
tne Mexican line. Early Saturday morning 
the party was attacked by Mexicans, 
and Long, Gray, Crane, Snow 
and Clinton were killed. Berer escaped 
with a wound in the abdomen, while Ern- 

shaw ren amidsta shower of bullets. Itis 
intimated thatthe Mexican party numbered 
from ftwenty-five to thirty men. The condi- 
tion of the camp indicated that an attack was 
made just as the murdered men were getting 
up. They had evidently been killed while 
yet lying down. Crane was a fugitive from 


justice and an outlaw, and the six bullets that 
struck him were well expended. Long 
was a man about twenty-two years of age 
and has been in that section of the country 
with cattle aboutthree months. He came to 
Arizona from Kansas about five months ago. 
He and his father are men of large capital 
and have had extended experience in the 
stock business, The son was bringing in 
some cattle for the Tombstone market when 
killed. The immediate cause of 
the killing is as 
piity of rustlers, as they are 
called, went into Mexico last month and stole 
some cattle. They were followed by the 
Mexicans, who got so close on them that they 
were obliged to abandon the stock. This was 
done in the vicinity of the late murder. The 
Mexicans took the stock and started back 
nome, at that time picking up such cattle and 
horses «as they chanced to meet. 
The stock was missed and 2 
arty of sixteen Americans started 
n pursuit, overtook the Mexicans, had a tight 
with them, and retook thestock. This oc- 
curred during the latter part of July. Itis 
probable that the recent raiders were some of 
the same party defeated last month. Great 
excitement prevailed in Tombstone and vicin- 
ity, and a large party has been raised 
to avenge the murders. The C'in- 
ton @ boys, whose father was murdered, 
have also raised a body of men altogether 
numbering over 200, and as desperate a gang 
as could be imagined. They will carry tne 
war into Mexico. Great apprehension is felt 
for the Americans in Sonora, as it will more 
than likely be a war of retaliation. We are 
hourly expecting a collision. The Mexican 
troops are ip force on the line and will 
repel the invaders. Gov. Fremont being ab- 
sent, there is no head to the American forces, 
and lawlessness seems to be the order of the 
(lay. Serious international complications 
Wil arise unless immediate steps are taken.

STYLISH HEAD-GEAR. 


The Heaps of Straw and Feathers With 
Which Women Adorn Themselves.

The present modern tendency is to realism 
in the art of dress and its harmonious color- 
ing, which, though itis apt to degenerate to 
love of excessive detail onone side, and to 
overmuch display on the other, is very good. 
The changes of fashion in respect tothis art 
are marked, and capricious asin the shape 
of bonnets, andin this latter respect each 
month seems to give a new surprise ; from a 
simple cottage ornee produced in June and 
overgrown with roses they have grown into 
a substantial house with an overlapping roof 
of extreme breadth so as to cast the greatest 
amount of shade and cursive undulating 
floral ornament, from which droops becom- 
ingly a fail of lace sewn onthe edge. 
come inall shapes, these large bonnet-hats, 
like the mosques, domes and sharp lances of 
Minarets of Stamboul. The obelisks come in 
coarse straw for midsummer of such colors 
as dark red, white and black, green, amber 
and old gold, and are made graceful with a 

rofusion of floating ostrich plumes; the fac- 

nes are mostly of velvet, puffed or shirred. 
This style of hat does not shade the 
face, but surrounds the head like a 
frame set back. Some of the Minarets areim- 
mense; their conical, sharp crowns are seven 
or eight inches highandthe brims equally 
wide. Some of the brims are pinched ia sev- 
eral places, and these shapes may be turned 
either way the wearer pleases. Not infre- 
quently the brims beneath are massed with 

owers, and then they are called basket hats, 
vecausethe lovely flowers are made to ap- 
pear as if they were growing there naturally, 
or carelessly thrownin an inverted basket. 
They are also fustened down on each side by 
wide satin ribbon, which holds them fast tv 
the head. Something of the shape of what was 
called a calash nearly one hundred years ago 
is revived, made of the warm, beautifully 
tinted Manilla straw; the enormous front, like 
a cabriolet top, is made to bend over and 
sbadow the face in the most piquant and be- 
coming manner, particularly when the charm- 
ing lining is of some delicate wild rose, pale 
blue, cream or strawberry red color. 

The preference for subdued tints—always 
excepting the presentrage of bright vulgar 
red—is very manifest. The greens are not 
grass, but the color of lime leaves when the 
sun shines through them, the pate lovely 
lints of ajuamarine like water fromthe St. 
Lawrence. Old gold and gold color by stale 
repetition are as indigestible as an oid joke. 
There isa yellow not at all like gold, but 
something infinitely softer with a faint green- 
ish shade something like the cowslip of fresh 
jonquil, softiy dear without vulgar glare or 
barsbness. These exquisite tints are seen in 
the garden hats that offerthe stronvest pos- 
sible contrast to the others; one of the most 
graceful 1s like aninverted soup plate cover- 
ed all over with steel-powdered, shaded vio- 
lets from paiest mauve to the mostintense 
purple, the satin shaded strings correspond- 
ing. White chip, delicate lace and Spanish 
lace form the foundation for scarfs of rauze, 
fastened with feathers from the throat of the 
peacock, or wreaths of rosesto match lovely 
pink and white costumes. Feathers are a 
formidable rival to tflowers—another caprice 
of whimsical fashion without regard to the 
season. 

Notwithstanding the swav of the immense 
hats and their popularity, itis decided that 
they are only comfortable and suitable for 
walking and driving; therefore for traveling 
purposes the low crown turban is chosen for 
the sensible reason that its shape admits ofa 
veil and is infinitely more comfortable ona 
long railroad journey. The turbans are 
mostiy set back slichtiv on the head for the 
better display of the love-locks, creve-ccurs 
and crimps, we all know by heart and Sir 
Peter Lely. There exists a great distinction 
inthe style of trimming the several styles of 
hats. Turbans, caps or toques need only 
close ornamentation of short feather tips in 
clusters, Wing or lyreast of bird. Sometimes 
the crown is surrounded with black or dark 
siik pompons. The turban coiffure is pre- 
dicted for the future, as worn half a century 
ago. Some graceful Spanish bonnets are 
made of black lace scarfs loosely arranged 
about the foundation of net, and confined by 
some silken jacqueminot roses of the darkest 
red shade.

THE NEW HAVEN BELLE. 
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Jennie Cramer’s Strange Death—Was 
it Murder or Suicide? 
New Haven (Conn.) Cor. N. Y. Times. 


The mystery surrounding the death of 
Jennie Cramer has made the case one of the 
most important which is recorded in the an- 
nals of crimein New Ilaven. Miss Cramer 
was the belle of the city. She was 
recognized as the most beautiful girl in New 
Haven, and every maninthe City of Elms, 
fromthe Yale students to the commonest 
working man, cast a look of admiration upon 
her as she passed. She was the daughter of 
Jacob Cramer, a German cigar-maker, an‘ 
he took such a pride in bis beautiful girl that 
he determined that she should have all the 
advantages which a first-class education could 
vive her. Jennie was bright and intelligent, 
and she learned quickly. She became an 
ornament to her humble home and a feature 
ofthe citv of ber birth. The Yale students 
gazed at ber from adistance and admired 
her beautiful face and perfect figure, but so 
faras can be learned not one of them knew 
the girl, and rot one of them ever ap- 
proached her. It was reserved for James 
Malley, Jr., the son of the largest dry goods 
merchant in this city, to bring this young girl 
to grief. He became acquainted with her 
over a year azo,and had been her accepted suit- 
or from that time to the dav of her death. Many 
of the young men of New Haven envied James 
Malley, Jr., for the love which Jennie Cramer 
had bestowedupon him. Many of the young 
men of New Haven to-day pity the young 
maninthe unfortunate and suspicious cir- 
cumstanees Which surround him. It cannot 
ne denied that, although James Mallev, Jr., 
has up tothis time borne a spotless reputa- 
tion, the death of Jennie Cramer, whether he 
was directly implicated in it or not, has cast a 
shadow over his life which will cloud it till he 
dies. 

The story of Jennie Cramer and her tragic 
death may never be fully told, but the facts 
developed at the inquest thus far make up a 
liistory of romantic interest. Jennie was ac- 
quainted with the two brothers Walter and 
James Malley. Some five weeks ago a young 
woman, giving ber name as Blanche Douglass, 
but whose real name is Annie Clements, ar- 
rived in this eity from New York, and regis- 
tered atthe Tremont House. She remained 
at this house only halfa day, and then went 
tothe Tontine. Here she was visited by 
Walter Malley, her friend, and Jas. Malley, 
Jr., his brother. The Malley brothers took Miss 
Clements to ride, and stopped for dinner at 
Buell’s, a hotel on the East Haven shore. 
Here they found Miss Cramer, and introduced 
her to Miss Clements. Whether the meeting 
at this time was accidental, or Miss Cramer 
was at Buell’s by appointment, has not yet 
been discovered. At all events, Jennie Cra- 
mer and Miss Clements, who is ap inmate of 
a house of il] fame in New York, became fast 
friends from the time of their meeting at 
Buell’s. Miss Clements says that Jennie did 
not know that she was a fast woman, out she 
also says thatJennie at this time was on 
terms of improper intimacy with James Mal- 
ley, Jr. This] statement has been made by 
Miss Clements sinee her tes.imony at the in- 
quest. In herevidence she swore that she 
knew of nothing improper in the relations 
between Malley and Jennie. 

On Saturday night, July 16, a cash girl] from 
Mr. Malley’s store took to Jennie’s house a 
letter addressed to her, Which was not sign- 
ed, but which wasin James Malley’s hand- 
writing. The letter was an invitation to <o to 
Coney Island with the writer, leaving by that 
night’s boat, and saidthat Walter and “his 
friend’’ would accompany them. Walter’s 
friend was Miss Vlements, who went in this 
city by the name of Blanche Douglass. Jen- 
nie upswered the letter by accepting the invi- 
tation, but Miss Clements was suddenly tak- 
en iil, and the trip was abandoned, On July 
23 Malley sent another note to Miss Cramer, 
telling her that Miss Clements, or ‘*Walter’s 
friend,’’ as he wrote, was coming to the city, 
and asking her to meet Miss’ Blanche 
and make arrangements for a_ trip 
on the following § day. Jennie Was 
going out of town, and so informed Malley. 
On the following dsy, Sunday, July 2+, he 
wrote tojber again, asking her to postpone her 
Visit to the country. Jennie had left when 
this note arrived, and her mother received 
it. Sbe wrote to Mr. Malley, telling him that 
her daugbter had gone to New Britain and 
would not be back until Thursday morning. 
These letters, which have been produced in 
evidence before the Coroner’s jury, are signi- 
ficant, vecause they show that the mother and 
father of Jennie both looked upon young 
Malley as the accepted suitor of their daugh- 
ter. He was inthe habit of continually call- 
ing upon her, and the mother ha‘l such faith 
in bis intentions toward Jennie that she 
opened his letters and answered them when 
her daugbter was not there to attend to them 
herself, 

On the night of July 23 Miss Clements ar- 
rived in New Haven and registered at the 
Tontine Hotel as “Blanche Dougiass.’’ Wal- 
ter Malley met her at the depot and took her 
to the hotel. Three or four days later Jen- 
nie, she says,called on her and remained 
with her about two hours. They then went 
to Kedcliffe’s and had some ice-cream, and 
from there, at Jennie’s suggestion, they went 
tothe store of Mr. Malley, where they re- 
mained about an hour. Walter then took 
Miss Clements to her botel and James went 
home with Jennie. On the following day 
Miss Ciements sent a letter to Miss Cramer 
asking her to call at the Tontine in the after- 
noon. She says that James Malley wanted te 
take them to ride, and the letter was intend- 
ed simply to bring Jennie tothe hotel for 
that purpose. Jennie met the appointment 
and the two girls met the Malleys 
on astreet just off Chapel street, and were 
driven to Buell’s, at East Haven. Ontheir 
return they went to a hotel over Redcliffe’s 
and had some soda, and then at 3 o’clock in 
the morning Walter took Miss Clements to 
the Tontine Hotel,and James went home 
with Jennie. The two girls enjoyed them- 
selves riding and driving with the Malley 
brothers until Wednesday. August 3, when 
the last entertainment which Jennie Cramer 
was destined to enjoy was given. Miss 
Clements had, in the meantime, removed 
from the Tontine to the Elliott House, and 
on August 3she sent the following note to 
Jennie: 

NEW HAVEN, August 3. 
Dear Miss Cramer: 

Have been expecting to see you the last 
two days. Jim is going to bring me to Wal- 
ter’s house this evening, and I would so 
much like to have you joinus. Can you call 
this afterneon ’ Yours in haste, 

BLANCHE. 

This invitation was accepted by Jennie, 
and the two girls passed the nignt in the Mal- 
ley mansion. They were treated to a fine 
lunch by Walter and James Malley, Jr., to 
wine from the elder Maliey’s cellar, and to 
music. The old poetemen, James Malley, 
Sr., was absent in Saratoga, so that the young 
people bad the house all to themselves.

She met Mrs. Cramer and told her that 
Jennie had passed the night with her at the 
Elliott House. This story was told at Jen- 
nie’: suggestion, who said that her father 
would kill ber if he knew that she had re- 
mained all night in the Malley mansion. Mrs. 
Cramer apparently did not believe the story. 
She was very angry, and scolded Jennie in the 
presence of her friend, Miss Clements. She 
»péed her lecture by saying, “‘You are a bad 
cit], Jennie! As soon as your sister Minnie 
comes home you will have to leave the house. 
I wil! tell your father of this. I won’t have 
you about the house. This is the third or 
fourth time you have been out in this “= 
You are aterrible bad girl.’’ Jennie, the 
Clements gir! says, cried when her mother 
scolded her. The mother left the room and 
Jennie said, ‘*Come, Iam going. I can’t stay 
hcre. She’ll tell fatber, and father’l! kill me. 
I have been driven from home.”? She passed 
cut of the house, but Miss Clements says that 
she did not follow her. She thought that Mrs. 
Cramer might come back to talk to her. She 
walked about ten minutes,and as Mrs.Cramer 
did not appear she then left the house. She 
says that she entered a horse car and went to 
her dressmaker’s. When passing the corner 
of Church and Chapel streets she saw Jennie 
Cramer in a Savin Rock car, which was stand- 
ing near the Green. Sofaras has yet been 
learned this is the last time that Jennie Cramer 
was seen alive. 


On Saturday morning, August 6, Asa Cur- 
tiss discovered the body of a woman lying on 
her face on the beach near Savin Kock, just 
to the west of Kelsey’s Wharf. He communi- 
cated the news of his discovery to Drs. Pain- 
ter and Sheppard, and the body was soon re- 
moved to the West Haven Morgue. Here an 
examination was made, and it was found tkat 
the face was discolored, which would be the 
natural result of lying in the water for more 
than twenty-four hours, and a bruise was dis- 
covered on the forehead, such as might have 
been made by the sand. Some slight bruises 
also appeared upon theright shoulder, but 
there was cnothing to indicate’ that 
the woman had met with a violent death. In 
her pocket was a blue purse trimmed 
with beads, and containing foalr- 
teen cents, and three rings were on her 
fingers, one of which was set with pearl. 
Jennie Cramer was well known all over New 
Haven county, andthe body was identified 
by one ofthe fishermen of West Ilaven as 


that of the belle of the city within ten min- 


utes after it was found. At first it was the 
generally accepted theory that Jennie had 
committed suicide by jumping from Kelsev’s 
Wharf, but when the Coroner’s jury met the 
relations between the dead woman and Janes 
Malley, Jr., were brought to mind, and the 
triendship between her and Miss Clements, 
known here as Miss Blanche Douglass, was 
remembered. The idea has slowly gained 
ground that Jeunie did not commit 
suicide, but that she was either 
drugged, andthen thrown into the Sound, 
or she was pushed from the wharf. 
The false evidence given by Miss Clements at 
the inquest, which, since her arrest, she has 
admitted to be false, has tended to strengthen 
this ideain the minds of our citizens. The 
woman, itis argued, must have had some 
motive in committing perjury, and that mo- 
tive must be the shielding of somebody. She 
swore that she slept atthe Elliott House on 
Friday night, August 5, the day after Jen- 
nie’s disappearance. She admits now that 
she passed the night at the Malley House 
with Walter Malley. The question then 
arises,may not Jennie Cramer have been in 
the same house that night’ Andif she was, 
how did she get to Savin tock 
und drown herself before Saturday 
morning? Miss Clements is the only 
person who claims to have seen Jennie on a 
Sayin Rock car on Thursday after the stormy 
interview with her mother. Jennie was well 
known in this city, and no conductor of acar 
remembers to have seen her on that day. The 
theory that the gir] committed suicide is based 
upon the fact that James »Malley, Jr., had 
ruined her, and that her mother had practic- 
ally turned her away from her home. 


The Sprague Divorce Suit. 
Providence (R. I.) Special to Chicago Tribune. 
The celebrated Spragwe divorce suit is soon 

to be broughtto trial. Winchester Rutton, 
Kate Chase Sprague’s chief legal adviser, 
went to Kingston to-day and stirred matters 
in general. The other side opposed his mo- 
tion fora speedy hearing of the petition, 
arguing that it had been consented at the last 
meeting that the question of the Court’s 
jurisdiction on Kate’s petition should first be 
settled.

RUSSIAN ETAPS. 


The Horrible Sufferings of Exiles Ka 
Route to Siberia. 
From the Story of an Exile in N. Y. Heraid. 

‘When we were on foot the sufferings we 
endured were simply indescribable. Imagine 
what you please, you cannot overdoit. Men, 
women, and I might also say children—for 
some of the condemned were quite young 
girls—were driven along remorselessly by 
the brutal military guard. Many of us car- 
ried chains, the unruly and sometimes the 
weak and sick ones being fastened to some 
more docile or stronger fellows, who were 
expected to prevent them from sulking or 
hunging back in the one ease, or, in the other 
case, to drag the weak creature on when his 
cr her strength gave out. I was myself 
chained in this — for 800 miles to an ugly 
brute, who dragged on my chain by day and 
often fought for the best place with me waen 
we rested, from whom I was never free, and 
who sickened me by near contact 
to his filthy person ‘and vermin- 
stocked clothing. It was like being chained 
toarotting corpse. It was more horrible 
than I can tel] you. Again I was given charge 
of a woman whose strength was fast givine 
out, and who was failing to keep up with the 
gapg, Which was floundering through the 
snow-stcrm which had veen threatening all 
day, and which ha@ overtaken us between 
stations. I helped her up and almost carried 
her along, as painlessly as possibie, and did 
what I conld to keep her from the blows and 
oaths of the soldiers. She didnot go much 
further, poorthing, but went down in the 
snow and staid there. We got cailous in a 
measure after a while—suffering and agony 
were such ever present sights that when we 
had been months on the road ifbegan to be, 
even among the best of us, asorry sight that 
would rouse even our morethan passing at- 
tention. I think we were demented part of 
the: way, we became _ so _ stupidly 
indifferentto much that went on. Chained 
to each other day and night, as many of us 
were, dragging along bitterly cold, snowy 
fron links in our numb hands, beating our 
way along the snow-tields, for the roads were 
sometimes no better, witnessing the agony of 
the sore, bleeding creatures fastened to us, 
we came at last to look for his or ‘her death 
as a blessing anda] relief. Noone but those 
condemned to that march can appreciate the 
force of what Isay when I add thatitisa 
wonder that some of these wretches did not 
fall toand murdereach other oftener than 
they did. I don’t say it occurred often, nor 
was it an open murder, but some terrible 
scenes were enacted in the depths of those 
Siberian nights atthe stopping-places by the 
roadside. Not always was death the result 


of a tight between convicts; it only required 
a little roughness on the part of his fellow- 
panne or one of our guard to extinguish 
vefore morning the life that had been gradu- 
ally going out day by day. : 
“There are 2ll over Itussia so-called ‘etaps,’ 
or prison pens, where the gangs put up at 
night on the way to Siberia. Almost all these 
gangs concentrate at Kazan, and in the coun- 
try about Kazan ‘etaps’ are particularly 
numerous, and are, from here on, more re- 
voltingly kept than on the early part of the 
journey. The etapis a large brick or wood- 
en building, surrounded with high walls, 
and intended only as asort of human cattle 
shed for use over night, and, therefore, it is 
proviced with no comfort or even necessities. 
‘Those etups are scattered all over Russia, and 
are as prominently seen in every Jandscape 
asure Village schools and village steeples 
throuch your own New England States. And 
asin America the frequency of this feature 
in the Jand is a badge of the educa- 
tion and civilization of the peo- 
ple, SO the Russian etap is a 
distinguishing badge of the ever-present 
Russian system of oppressing the people. 
Exteriorly they are often fine-looking build- 
ings—interiorly they are the reverse. They 
are almost as death-dealing as was the famous 
Black Hole of Calcutta, and few prisoners 
could stand any long continement there. The 
etap is under an officer of the army, and the 
keepers are usually unprincipled drunkards, 
soldiers serving their time for military of- 
fenses, etc. They are a set of cold-blooded 
scoundrels who persecute the prisoners, be 
they men or women, in every conceivable 
way. The gang being driven into the yard— 
Which is httle betterthan a hog-pen—the 
keepers quickly search the prisoners for anv 
little article of food or money that compas- 
sionate peasants passing themon the road 
may have 2 ow into their hands. ‘These are 
confiscated by the keepers for their own 
benefit, and then the prisoners are driven into 
the awful etap. 


‘*This interior is simply a large room pro- 
vided with narrow boards nailed against the 
wal one above another, with no floor but the 
earth, littered with straw in the center or one 
corner. The narrow boards are to sleep on, 
butthe sore and bruised, and often half- 
frozen prisoners are unable to climb more 
than to the first orsecond tier of bunks, and 
so the rest iieon the earth floor. The food 
given them is generally bread and water— 
never meat—and sometimes a weak soup 
mace of buckwheat boiled in water. But 
how nutritious this food is can be learned 
when it is remembered that the jail- 
ers are allowed only three cents a 
day for the support of prisoners, and from 
this sum they steal a heavy percentage. I 
have known this stealing, when it had gone 
to great lengths, to be made good by simply 
not feeding the prisoners that night, sending 
them on marked ‘fed and watered?’ to the next 
station,the proceeds of the steal being divided 
by the jailers. When the cold, unhappy 
crowd are at last left to themselves in the 
large room of the etap, — usually lie down 
at once like tired cattle. They wait for icy 
shoes to thaw out, that the linen band- 
ages may be removed from wet and raw blis- 
tered feet and numbed ankles may be chafed. 
But this must be quickly down or the feet 
willso swell that shoes cannot be replaced 
again. At last nignt comes on and all is dark 
in the prison room.’’

OUR NEW HOME. 


The Post-Dispatch to Be Perma- 
nently Located on Mar- 
ket Street.

How the Building Will Be Arranged and 
What Will Be Done in It.

Within sixty days from this date of preseny 
writing the Post-Dispatcu will move into 
néw and commodious quarters on Market 
street between Fifth and Sixth, just opposite 
the Grand Opera-honse. For some time past 
the volume of business pouring into this e3- 
tablishment has imperatively demanded more 
ample accommodations. Not alone have the 
press facilities utterly failed to supply the 
demand for the paper, but the office has be- 
come so cramped that new ground had to be 


broken. 
The location settled upon was Market 


street, the central thoroughfare of the city, 
and which is giving every indication of im- 
provement, and after some negotiations a 
splendid lot, 52 feet §front by 112 deep, 
running all the way back to the alley, was se- 
cured. Tne site is now occupied by the Gar- 


land House, 515 and 517 Market, rather an 
old-loohing and dilapidated .rookery, but it 
will soon be torn down, and work upon 
the new ss begun at once. In 
its place will be built an elegant modern 
four-story-Building, with all the improve- 
ments specially adapted for newspaper con- 
venience. 

Beginning at the front, the east half of the 
ground floor will be fitted up as the new of- 
tice of the paper. The west will bejrented to 
some business house. The entrance to the up- 
per floors will not beaa now through the 
oftice, but througn a separate hall. Onthe 
ground floor atthe rear will be the press- 
room, the boiler and engine room, andthe 
carriers and news boy’s room, all in one great 
ell forty feet broad by eighty long. the en- 
trance to which will be from the alley. All of 
these rooms are well lighted and will be 
very comfortable in winter and summer. 
The ell atthe rear will have only two stories, 
the second of which will contain a finely 
lighted composing room for the printers, 
-ixty-five feet long by thirty wide, lighted on 
thr:e sides and by skylights,and a stereo- 
typng room fifteen by thirty feet. The second 
story front will contain the editorial and 
local rooms of the journal, all of them light 
and airy. The entire western half of the 
front and the upper stories of the whole 
A ag will be rented out for offices, etc. 
The building whencompleted will be an or- 
rament to the: street. The front will be mas- 
sive, and will be designed in the Elizabethan 
style, of aes brick vointed with brown 
stone. The total value of the property when 
improved will be $60,000, and this paper will 
own the best designed and most commodious 
vftice in the West. 

The present press upon which the PostT- 
DISPATCH is being printed can deliver eight 
thousand papers an hour; butthis delivery is 
much too small for the daily needs of the 
business. There is a constant 
loss of sales owing to the 
inability to fill orders for the paper. A 
new Hoe Perfecting press was purchased at 
a cost of $25,000, which will’ have a capacity 
of 16,000 papers an bhour—just double the de- 
livery of the present press. If this does not 
prove adequate to the demands of the busi- 
ness another one just as good will be added. 
This press is now being built in New York, 
and the contract date of delivery is Septem- 
ber 9. By the middle of October this press 
will be at work in the new office on Market 
street grinding out POST-DISPATCHES for all 
the world to read. 


THE HOSPITAL SYSTEM. 


Hotel Proprietors Complain of a Cus- 
tom Much in Vogue. 


The hotel proprietors are again beginning 
to experience trouble from the “hospital 
system” or “dungeon plan,” about which 
there was considerable talk last fail. 
in aconversation with Mr. Seudder, of the 
Lindell, Mr. Sperry ,of the Laclede, and Mr. 
Barnum, of Hotel Barnum, these gentlemen 
said that the practice was being revived, 
much to the detriment of their business. 
The objectionable system is worked 
as follows: Several of the larger 
business houses’ of the city have 


furnished rooms or houses located in differ- 
ent parts of the city. A merchant comes to 
town and puts up ata hotel. He calls on one 
of these merchants, and in course of conver- 
sation announces that he will bein town for 
acouple ofdays. ‘*Where are you staying, 
Bill???’ **Upatthe Laclede,’” is the answer. 
“Well, Bwe haveBa nice set of rooms up on 
Fourteenth street. Take this key and go 
look atthem. It won’t cost you anything to 
stay there.”’ The result is that the merchant 
comes back to the hotel and says he believes 
he will pay his bill. Asked 
if he is going to leave the city, 
he replies, ‘Oh, no; 1 am going toa private 
boarding house,’ and he takes his baggage 
and sallies out, and the hotel proprietor sees 
him no more. The practice was very common 
last year, and the hote men, 
although they recognize that there 
is no way of preventing it, think that 
the merchants ought to appreciate the ef- 
forts which the former make for the welfare 
of the city and give them a fair show. 
At one of the houses’ mentioned 
seven ruests were taken away 
at one fell swoop Saturday morning. 
One of the gentlemen mentioned above talked 
about the matter as follows: ‘Everybody 
knows that the hotels largely aepend for 
their patronage on the class of persons in 
question. It is also known that there is over 
$4,000,000 invested in the hotel business 
in the city to-day. We are always called 
upon for subscription when any public 
scheme is on foot and we always meet the 
demand. Our success has muchtodo with 
the city’s growth. When travelers have a 
chance to complain of the hotel accom- 
modations, the city suffers and business 
men suffer with it. Now. when we lay out 
our money, why not give usashow? In 
many cases guests are taken right out of our 
houses, e can accommodate everybody at 
all reasonable rates, and thisis hardly fair.’’ 

The business men_ generally, and 
especially the salesmen, object to 
the practice, which is confined to a 
few. The man who accepts the private 
boarding-house plan loses byit. He is run 
into a certain groove controlled by the house 
whose courtesies he accepts, and he does not 
et the benefit of competition. It 
s customary to find people around 
all the hotels hunting for men 
who have registered the same day, who are 
hid away onthis plan. The custom is a 
Southern one, and was prevalent in New Or-
